Some Adjustm ents in 


Isolated Cases, Says 


Secretary o f C ham ber 


R em oval of rent 
controls in 
Palm Springs through term ina­ 
tion of the OPA law s w ill not 
result in “runaw ay” rents here 
this fall, except, in rare and iso­ 
lated cases. This w as the voiced 
opinion of Harry C. Harper, m an­ 
ager of the Palm Springs Cham ­ 
ber of Commerce. 
That there w ill be som e ad­ 
justm ents in rates is expected, 
particularly in those cases w here 
gross 
inequities 
have 
existed 
throughout the w ar, he believes. 
In som e of these instances homes 
and apartm ents w ere frozen at 
rates one-half or even one-third 
of 
other 
com parable 
lodgings 
w hich w ere more fortunate in the 
m atter o f rate structure at the 
tim e of the freeze. 
"Particularly are the principal 
hotels of Palm Springs entitled to 
an adjustm ent in rates,” he d e­ 
clared. “Their rates w ere frozen 
at pre-w ar levels and constantly 
since that tim e their food, labor, 
tax and m aintenance costs have 
doubled and tripled. They have 
been able to avoid actual losses 
only by the good fortune of hav­ 
ing full houses throughout the 
season. Figures from these larg­ 
er establishm ents 
reveal 
their 
struggle to m eet the problem of 
constantly rising costs and fixed 
rates." 
A ddition 
of new 
apartm ents 
and hotel rooms also have their 
influence in checking any steps 
toward uncontrolled rents during 
the com ing season, in the belief 
of the Cham ber of Com m erce e x ­ 
ecutive. 
No accurate figure on 
the new accom odations that w ill 
be ready by Oct. 1 has been ob­ 
tained, but it is estim ated that 
som ething over 100 new apart­ 
m ents and hotel room s w ill be 
available and others later. 
Strengthening of the work of 
H otel and A partm ent H ouse Com ­ 
m ittee of the Cham ber of Com ­ 
merce is expected as a natural 
outgrow th of the turn of events 
in the O PA situation, since it is 
probable that the hotel and apart­ 
m ent ow ners may w ish to do som e 
of their ow n “policing” to avoid 
unfavorable conditions here. 


Muriel Fulton 
Urges Minimum 
Rent Boost 


M uriel E. Fulton w as in re­ 
ceipt of a telegram July 1, ask­ 
ing that she urge m embers of 
the 
Palm 
Springs 
Really 
Board, of w hich organization 
she is president, to aid in hold­ 
ing rents to an absolute m in­ 
imum here. 
The m essage was signed by 
Theodore H. Maenner, chair­ 
man. W ashington. D. C. Com ­ 
m ittee National Association of 
Real Estate Boards. 
The telegram read that the 
increase in rents should not 
be any more than necessary, 
to offset increased cost of oper­ 
ations and w ar deferred im ­ 
provem ents. 
Chairman M aenner pointed 
out that 
his com m ittee had 
been fighting for justified in­ 
creases of 1 to 15 percent over 
present levels. 
Miss Fulton said she feels 
that rent increases should not 
exceed 
the percentages over 
OPA prices as outlined in the 
telegram .

This announcem ent w as con­ 
tained 
in 
a 
report issued by 
F r a n k 
Burchfield, 
Riverside 
county assessor, which also show - 
1 ed that o f a $10,765,000 increase in 
the assessed valuation of all R iv- 
. erside County, the com m unity of 
N Palm Springs contributed about 
E 112 percent of that increase. 
Broken down, the county fig ­ 
ures show ed that the valuation of 
tangible property as assessed by 
the county assesor am ounted to 
$12,091,120 for the fiscal year of 
1945-46. This am ount com pares 
with a valuation of $7,956,050 for 
the sam e period of the previous 
year. 
HALF M ILLION ON STATE 
ROLLS 
Not included in the com puta­ 
tion ju st released is $533,490 in 
utility taxes or state roll as com ­ 
piled' by the state assessor and 
which is collected by the R iver­ 
side

collectors.

U nder tow ering yellow pines 
close to an icy m ountain stream, 
Trav Rogers, ow ner of the famed 
Rogers stables in Palm Springs 
and operator of the Idyllwild 
Stables in the sum m er months, 
has established a perm anent sum­ 
mer camp in Long Valley where 
•hotel” rates w ill prevail. 
Among his first "custom ers” 
of the sum m er w ere the mem­ 
bers of the group that m ade an 
inspection of the tram w ay term in­ 
us and ski run areas last week

Rogers has the 
contract to feed the Tramway 
crew which is bunked in tents 
nearby. 
With Gordon Bcnner- 
man, chief engineer for the A m er­ 
ican Steel and W ire Company 
which is building the tram w ay, 
going in and out of the m ountains 
frequently, and w ith other con­ 
tractors, financial men, tram w ay 
authority m em bers and visitors 
m aking the trip to the site, the 
camp is expected to be excep­ 
tionally convenient. 
Rogers offers a "packaged rate” 
for the trip and the stay at the 
camp, figuring horse rental from 
Idyllw ild, lodging and food in a 
flat daily rate. The camp is ac­ 
cessible only by foot or horse­ 
back 
and is 
approxim ately 10 
miles from Idyllw ild. 
Food is 
hauled in by pack train each day 
from Idyllwild.

Ever since that year, 
each y ear has show n a steady in­ 
crease. During th e first full 12 
m onths prior to P earl Harbor, 
I sales at the post office am ounted 
to $53.424.

I can’t help but wonder, as no 
doubt, many other Villagers have 
during the jjast few days, what 
the abolishment of OPA ceilings 
may mean next season to the av­ 
erage Joe and Jane who earn 
their living here. 
Without a doubt, unless Con­ 
gress puts a rent-ceiling in again, 
rents in this winter resort will be 
boosted. There is a fervent hope 
that they will not be up’d more 
than 15 percent. A raise of 15 
percent in rents to the vacationer 
or to the guy who has so much 
money he doesn't care, may be 
all right, but it is known that mer- 
ants and department stores had 
ants an ddepartment stores had 
a hard time keeping intelligent 
help on the job last season be­ 
cause of rent. One prominent 
merchant told me that he was 
forced to hire just anybody he 
could get—"floaters”, to quote 
him exactly, because a good em­ 
ployees would not stay on and pay 
resort prices for rent, food and 
lodgings. 
In “covering" the Palm Springs 
police department last year, ev­ 
ery crime from that of petty 
theft to grand larceny and burg­ 
lary was committed by criminals 
^ w h o had only been in town two 
three weeks. One hotel keep- 
^Tr, if my memory serves me well, 
had unwittingly hired two or 
three men with long criminal rec­ 
ords—floaters, who stopped in 
town, thought there would be 
easy pickings here, and only 
sought jobs as a "front", for their 
nefarious activities. Desperately 
in need of help, the hotel man 
was just too busy to investigate 
their records. There were other 
cases, among other types of bus­ 
inesses, too. 
Now ceilings are off. It was 
pointed out that the proprietors 
of apartments and homes in 
which the workers of this Vil­ 
lage live,have, as a matter of fact, 
been in the low OPA rent scale; 
that is, for Palm Springs. All 
through the season, rooms in pri- 
Ivate homes were advertised in 
Rie classifed section of this news­ 
paper at from $25 per week on 
up into infinity. A shack on the 
reservation, I know, rented at 
$12.50 per week without private 
toilet facilities. Where will these 
prices go next season without a 
rent ceiling? 
My only reason in devoting the 
space I am allotted here to the 
“rent question” is, because there 
isn’t a person in Palm Springs

brink, short-cutted down a steep 
sand dune, passed th e two M ittens 
(through which the Arizona-Utah 
state line runs), and beyond M er­ 
rick B utte, and tow ard The Three 
Sisters on our right. We stopped 
at the base of Cly B utte to take 
a picture of its reflection in a 
sm all pool of rain w ater near the 
road. T hen we bounced on around 
tow ard the East G atew ay, park­ 
ing the car at the edge of Juniper 
Valley, w ith its w ide vista tow ard 
the T otem Pole through a narrow 
gap in th e blazing orange cliffs. 
W hile Jack w andered about 
among the scattered junipers to 
take scenics in the vicinity, Chico 
and I did a little exploring n ear­ 
by. N or did we have far to w alk 
before w e chanced upon som e­ 
thing m ost unusual. 
Not m ore than ten or tw elve 
yards from the d irt road w as a

spreading 
old 
gnarled 
juniper, m any of its long tw isted 
branches dead and lifeless.

of an old Navaho hogan, now 
com pletely tum bled down and 
nearly unrecognizable. Ju st be­ 
yond, in a sandy cleared area, 
w ere th e protruding bones of a 
horse's

bone 
roughly in place in spite of the 
ravages of the elem ents and scav­ 
engers. 
Opposite w as a single 
saddle stirrup, a bit of rodent- 
scarred raw hide stillt w isted about 
its rusty top loop. 
Beside the 
stirrup w as a half-buried much 
dented and sand-blasted coffee 
pot. 
We h ad unknow ingly stum bled 
upon th e grave of Hosteen Cly, 
alter w hom the butte tow ering 
above th e site was nam ed. Here, 
this form er Navaho chieftian had 
been laid to rest, and his favorite 
horse h ad been slain and buried 
beside him . Here also w ere his 
personal belongings. 
These In ­ 
dians feel that everything buried 
w ith the body w ill go to the 
G reat B eyond w ith th e spirit; thus 
the horse, saddle, cooking u ten ­ 
sils, etc. The late E rnie Pyle sev­ 
eral y ears ago had w ritten of 
seeing this same grave of Hosteen 
Cly. H owever, his description of 
the barely-exposed relics indicate 
that a great deal of erosion and 
scattering has been done since he 
penned his words. No doubt a n ­ 
other ten years w ill rem ove all 
traces of th e once great ehiefian. 
If you do happen upon just 
such a N avaho burial site, don't 
make 
th e 
m istake 
of poking 
around it, or digging for buried 
jew elry 
and 
silverw ork. 
The 
Navaho are extrem ely sensitive 
about th e ir dead, and they have 
literally hundreds of taboos and 
•drange beliefs about them. 
To 
disturb th e ir graves is a cardinal 
sin. and m ore than one thought­ 
less W hite has been seriously 
wounded or even killed by anger­ 
ed N avahos who chanced upon 
them digging lip these snored and 
n lieious nossecui'in ef their a n ­ 
cestors. Nov can v* i blam e them . 
We eertainlv would object most 
strenuously to anyone excavating 
in our grave-yards to get jew - j 
elrv interred with th e bodies! 
Jack having completed his pic­ 
ture-taking, we m oved on to the i 
east, on around tw o more un- [ 
named bufes which T crovision- 
nllv listed on my sketch m ap as 
Juniner 
Butte, 
because of 
its 
nroxim itv to Juniper Valiev, and 
Dune B utte, since the lareest 
dunes in th e whole of the Valiev 
ceeur n rain st its w estern edee 
The next butte we encountered 
also had no name, and because it 
was the one that Jack had point­ 
ed out days before as possessing 
the long “ladder” of toe- and 
hand-holds going up its eastern 
edge, w e decided to refer to it 
as Toc-hold Butte. Jack was an ­ 
xious to get close-up movies of 
these p articular rock niches, so 
we skidded across th e open des­ 
ert to the base of th is butte and 
parked th e car. 
It was u p to Chico and nte to do 
the clim bing, for Jack of course 
had to tak e pictures. We w ere 
both eager for the adventure. 
When we exam ined th e low er­ 
m ost of the holes and noted how 
shallow th ey were, a hasty con­ 
sultation w as held as to w hether 
we should essay the ascent w ith 
or w ithout shoes. W e both had

rubber-soled shoes on, b u t at last 
decided 
to 
climb 
bare-footed, 
thinking w e'd have a little better 
control over our steps and could 
1 feel them out. So we doffed our 
shoes and stockings and started 
out, I in th e lead. 
Each hole, worn into the sand­ 
stone rock by continual use sev­ 
eral hundred years ago, was ap­ 
proxim ately two inches in length, 
less than an inch deep, and about 
tw o inches high, arching steeply 
from the base up and out to the 
¡ rock face. 
They 
w ere placed 
about a foot apart at alternating 
angles, so th at if you perchance 
started out on the w rong foot, 
you would very shortly run into 
great difficulty in the steeper 
places. Fortunately, I happened 
to place the correct foot first, 
and since Chico was following 
just behind me, putting his fin­ 
gers into each cavity as I lifted 
m y foot out of it, w e had little 
trouble in m aking the ascent. 
M om entum is the prim e factor 
in 
climbing 
such 
dangerous 
places, we soon discovered. Once 
you slowed down, progression 
w as much slower, more tedious, 
and increasingly nerve-racking. 
Too, 
another 
thing 
th at 
we 
learned w hich was contrary to 
the inherent tendency, was to 
keep the body aw ay from the 
rock surface, at an angle from it, 
instead of trying to press against 
the cliff and creep up it in that 
fashion. By m aintaining a small 
distance betw een you and the 
rock, you could get better lever­ 
age on the foot-holds. 
Once we got into the swing of 
it, there w as no stopping us, and 
w e scaled over a hundred feet 
to the top of the ledge in a few 
seconds. 
It wasn't a strenuous 
clim b, but nevertheless w e rested 
a few m om ents before climbing 
th e intervening hundred feet to 
th e top of the mesa. 
H ere the 
holes ended, and we had just the 
gradually sloping sandstone sur­ 
face itself to walk over. 
Al­ 
though we searched the top for 
several moments, we found noth­ 
ing th at m ight indicate the pur­ 
pose of the “ladder”. T here was 
one large natural pit in the roek 
on top, in w hich there had col­ 
lected a considerable am ount of 
rain water. Perhaps it w as used 
as a reservoir seven 
hundred 
years ago by the drought-sw ept 
cliff dwellers, who knows? Later 
inquiry 
of 
H arry 
Goulding 
brought to light the fact th at if 
we had explored more thorough­ 
ly, w e would have found a small 
ru in in the back-side of a crev­ 
asse near w here w e had been 
standing. Not knowing th at one 
existed there, we had missed it 
completely. 
Jack was anxious to get on to 
the Totem Pole, since the clouds 
w ere collecting ideally 
on all 
sides. So we had to begin the des­ 
cent. 
Going down, w e found, 
w as a hundred tim es m ore diffi­ 
cult than the climb. We managed 
to reach the ledge w ithout mis­ 
hap, for that upper stretch was 
not steep. B ut from here on it 
w as an alm ost vertical drop of 
over a 
hundred feet, 
straight 
dow n onto an outjutting rock 
form ation. If there had been a 
sand dune beneath us, it would 
have been much easier on our 
minds. 
\ Tou had to back down as you 
cam e up, clutching the top de­ 
pressions w ith your fingers and 
feeling about w ith your toes un­ 
til you got them into another 
niche below you. Then, foot by 
foot, you w orked your w ay down, 
not daring to look below, con­ 
centrating upon each little indi­ 
vidual hole. The fact th a t some­ 
one else above you w as in the 
very same predicam ent gave you 
some consolation. 
B ut w hether 
you slipped or not w ould be en­ 
tirely up to how thoroughly you 
had first explored each crevice 
before trusting your full weight 
upon it. 
Once we got over the steepest 
portion attd came into view of j 
ja c k below, he could call up somr L 
encouragem ent 
and 
direct 
us 
w here to place our feet. 1 ooti- 
fess that by the tim e I finally 
did descend over the w orst part, 
my legs w tte shaking Visibly. 
W hen I glanced up at Chico, I 
w as glad to see his cali muscles 
trem bling, too. The last four feet 
I leaped off into the sand bey­ 
ond, arid w hen Chico b o u n d s 
beside me, w e silently 
shook 
each other’s hand
